^3.  The  proposed  training  is  the  Port  Security  and 
Vulnerability  Course,  which  will  take  place  in  Chile, 

This  course  is  a 
Mobil  Training  Team  (MTT)  coordinated  by  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard 
and  sponsored  by  the  USSOUTHCOM  Counter-Terrorism  Program.
